An effort will be 
made by Miss Frederick, vialrlag 
nurse, to reach as many of the conn 
try schools as possible beiore tbe 
oloeiiiK }of their term*' Inspection 
of school children Is be lug made lor 
diseases and defects of the eyes, 
■ore and tbroat. One of the ihuiKs 
eVwhleb particular attention is be- 
ing given Is the dangerous aud in- 
fectious diseases of the eyes known 
Trachoma about which much lias 
been said by the Kentucky Prefs 
Tbere Is a law in Kvei.tntky which 
requires the trratm< m of pers.nsaf- 
frtoted with traohoma In order both 
to presarye tbe sight of loose »ff ■< t. 
•d and to prevent H e spreading of 
the disease. A oonsidrrshli num- 



bsr of oasss of this dlssase has al- 
ready bsen found In tbe Hopkins 
County schools that bare been In- 
spected. It Is knowu that there are 
a few mild oases of traohoma Is 
Eerlmgton but the children of tbe 
Karlingtou school bays been for tbe 
past several years nnder a system of 
Inspection and treatment by direc- 
tion of ths Earllngton Board of Ed 
ooatlon and the Earllngton Health 
Board, and anch cases bays been 
nnder remedial treatment. 

In Madisonville a free clinic Is 
about to bo opened to which those 
who are unable to pay for medioal 
attention mar go and receive free 
treatment. This Is another forward 
step which Is expected to be ot great 
benefit to tbe people of the County 
seat, and adjacent territory. This 
need In Earllngton, of conrse, has 
been eopplied for a number ef years 
chiefly through the operation of the 
St. Bernard Hospital whose doors 
have been open at all times to the 
sffl cted of tbo community regard- 
leas of their wealth or poverty. 

Miss Frederick visited Earllngton 
yesterday, one of tbe reasons being 
that she desired to enlist ths coop- 
eration of tbe local ministers In a 
movement to bring before the peo- 
ple generally, from the pulpits, the 
necessity of a geueral pull altogeth- 
er (or Improvement of the public 
health. 

Another movement is formulating 
at Madisonville, which is something 
o' an iuuovatlpu in the work of 
Public health Leagues. That is 
the establishment of a night school 
a< Madisonville to be conducted for 
the benefit of adults who have miss- 
ed their opportunities of receiving 
• common education. Mist Frede- 
rick feels most klndlv toward this 
extension of tiie work. Mr. Otho 
Fowler, and other publio spirited 
man and women of Madisonville 
volunteering their services to act as 
teachers. This plan has not fully 
developed but is expected to mature 
presently in the establishment of a 
night sohool to r xteud over a pi rlod 
of eeveral months.

Iutervening petition was enter 
ed in which Attorney M. K 
Gordon contended on behalf of 
the Earllngton Common School, 
colored that th) pro rata part of 
the Riilroad tax should be paid 
onlv and scl-ly for the benefit of 
the Etrlingtoo Colored School. 
County Board of Elucation con

Big Machine Shop of Bethle- 
hem Steel Company is 
Destroyed 

South Bolhlehein, Pi., Nov 10 
—Fire early loJay almost com- 
pletely destroyed the No. 4 ma 
ohine shop oi the Bethlehem Steel 
Company. Only the skeleton of 
the big building is standing. 
Machinery and war material in 
tbe building were said to be 
worth millions of dollars. 

How the fire started is not 
known. 

The value of the gans alone in 
the shop is said to be several 
million dollars. There were 
about one thousand machines of 
fferent kinds in the building, 
tunning from lathes, shapers, 
drills, on down to boring ma- 
chines. These machines were 
worth from $400 to several thouc- 
and dollars each, and it is esti- 
mated that the value of the ma- 
chinery was several n illion col- 
lars.
